British exports for November 
were the highest since the end 
of hostilities—£92,100,000, or 
117 percent of prewar figures, 


Machinery ond vehicles accounted 
for 28 percent of the total, , There 
were 0,607 motor cars sent overseas, 
which fs an increase of 1,466 vehicles 
on the previous month, und the total 
of bicycles renched 123,498. Also 
5,225 tons of electrical machinery 
were exported, but there was a 
slight deercase In textile machincry, 

machine tools, and new commercial 
vehicles. 


Textile exports also made a good 
showing, and with a value of 
£19,500,000 were the highest since 
the end of the war. Coal exports, 
however—only 238,196 tons—were! 
the lowest for over a year. Before 
the war, Britaln used to export al- 
most 3,000,000 tons. 


Imports during the same period 
totalled  £124,500,000, and re- 
exports were just under £5,000,000 
so thot. the adverse balance ‘for the 
month was £ 27,500,000,

The Socicty of Motor Manufac- 
turers and Traders estimates that the 
reduced supplies may reduce by 40 4 
per cent the number of motor vehi- 
cles British industry can produce.

Approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of Britlsh cars 
are exported, compared with about 
six or seven per cent. 1 American 
cars.
